It was life or 
death anyway and he would increase 
‘his perseverance. Much quicker than 
I am telling it he reached the end of 
his narrow bridge and was going at 
almost lightning rapiditye’The bicycle 
plunged against the bank and he 
pitched on over the handle bar and 
landed on the bank, and although 
somewhat bruised and frightened he 
was safe. He picked himself up just 
in time to see the first wolf make-a 
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began to raise its head, the aged 
Polycarp never ceased to appeal to 
the pure doctrine of the Apostles. _ 

Polyoarp “became a Christian in 
his earliest youth, and was an asso- 
ciate of the Apostle John and the 
other disciples of Jesus who had 
come from Palestine to Asia Minor. 
What he heard from them he kept 
in life-long remembrance, and in his 
manhood and old age he used to gath- 
er the young people round him, and 
‘repeat to them what he had learned 
from those who had seen Christ in 
the flesh.” Then since he was sa fa- 
miliar with the true teachings of the 
Apostles it is not so much wonder 
that he was. so affected by errone- 
ous teachings when they sprang up in 
his old age. 

It was the mission of the early 
Church to propagate the principles 
and doctrine taught and advocated by, 
the Lord Jesus Christ, and it is no 
“less the ‘mission of the Church of God 
to-day, and #f in its earliest history 
it had strong oppositions in the advo- 
cacy of heretical teachings, why 
should it be thought strangely of in 
the last time? If it were true that 
grievous wolves entered in, not spar- 
ing the flock, ip that éarly time, 
could it be any the less expected in 
this time? If it were true that from 
among themselves men arose speak- 

ae “perverse things, to draw away 
disciples after them, how much more 
should it be expected in this distant 
time! 


The heresies, and oppositions to 

* the teachings of Jesus and His Holy 
Aposfles which are rife to-day only 
make it the more necessary for the 
great work of the Church which was 
instituted to promulgate the sacred 
and heavenly themes, presented to us 
by our Great Head who.came down

government on earth. The Church of 
God to-day is the very same sacred 
institution; only having made its ap- 
pearance in these last days after a 
period of years of having -been ob- 
scured under a cloud of the dark 
ages and creeds.

past. It is beginning to claim: the at- 
tention of the world again. Its gov- 
ernment, miracles, true. blue loyalty

is rapidly approaching the promi- 
nence of former years. Its members 
only have to be possessed with a 
more perfect white heated love for 
each other and the principles it holds 
dear to itself to raise it to heights of 
glory and power that will attract the 
attention of all peoples of the world.

Put the things in 
practice that you have learned and

Laws are being enacted 
for the purpose of preventing an, in- 
human father from neglecting his 
offspring, and these laws are occa- 
sionally being applied in cases where 
children have died without the par- 
ents having called a physician or ad- 
ministered remedies. First classi love 
and fellowship makes us stick to- 
gether at such times. And this is not 
all, it will prevent would-be leaders 
from rising up and showing their im- 
. pottance in rebelling against the 
teaching or goverjiment which are re- 
garded as extremely sacred by the 
multitudes now in this-way.

And if we are pos- 
sessed with the same spirit we are 
likely to. utter similiar words while 
we are surrounded with the very 
grossest and most poisonous here- 


‘Not a few who are living to-day 
have such a: deep love for Jesus and 


‘der hearted, forgiving one another, 


their teeth agafhst us and getting 
ready for a charge. The admonition 
of the beloved Apostle Paul should 
be accepted now in full force—“Let 
all bitterness, and wrath, and anger, 
and clamour, and evil speaking, be 
put away from you, with all malice: 
and be ye kind one to another, ten- 


even as God for Christ’s sake hath 
forgiven you. Be ye therefore follow- 


ers of God, as dear children; and 
walk in love, as Christ also hath 
loved us.” 


Love is not bitter, neither is it un- 
duly severe or reproachful, but it 
will ‘not stoop to error. It will not 
bend to every wind of doctrine that 
blows, but it will always yield to God 
and His Holy Word. Instead of 
wounding and bruising it will heal 
the brokenhearted, and set at liber- 
ty them that are bruised. The abound- 
ing love of Jesus will not only lead 
us steadily and earnestly in the way 
to heaven, but it will make us guides 
for the feet of others who may follow 
our steps. And while steadily going 
in the way of righteousness, people 
cannot stumble over us, any more 
than the hinder wheel of a wagon 
can stumble over the front wheel: It 
is-love that makes the Christian life 
successful.

He 
thought: nothing of it at first as he 
had been accustomed to hearing these 
barks all his life. But the sound came 
closer and others joined in until the 
noise grew fierce and loud. He sud- 
denly awakened, to the fact that a 
drove of wolves was pursuing him. 
He straightened himself up in his 
saddle and began to speed up his 
wheel. The road was level and good 
and he was an expert wheelman and 
he thought he would make it through 
by~a little extra perseverance. - He 
was now fairly splitting the air when 
suddenly he heard_a bark close be- 
d Him. One main big wolf was 
leading ‘the way and the drove was 
quite a distance behind.

A little 
log cabin for a meeting place then, 
a large up-to-date Auditorium for a 
meeting place now. Can you wonder 
that I can scarcely restrain my feel- 
ings? Can you wonder that my eyes 
now fill with tears? Can’ you wonder 
that these friends who were with mé 
then .can scarcély refrain from weep- 
ing—those who saw the first house 
and who now, behold this vast con- 
gregation seated so comfortably here? 
At that time there were only five 
churches and about a hundred and 
twenty members, now there are 
six hundred churches and probably 
twenty thousand members. Behold 
what hath God wrought? Surely ,sure- 
ly, we have learned not to despise the 
day of small things. 

Orphanage and Children’s Home 


Although there had been much talk 
for a year, of a home where children 
could be taken and trained for God 
and His Church, there was buf little 
materialized when the Assembly was 
on a ‘year ago. Many were: enthused 
about it, and many prayers - were 
prayed for directions in the matter, 
but it was not just easy to start, and 
really take upon ourselves the grave.

was announced in the Evangel that 
the home was opened, that applica- 
tions began to come in. One after 
another was admitted until the num- 
ber ran up to fifteen—which was the 
full capacity of the small house used 
for a nursery during the Assembly 
last year. But the applications have 
never ceased coming. Plaintive ap- 
peals have poured in to our sanctum 
that have been hard to resist, and 
only because it was impossible were 
we able to say, We cannot take them 
now. Thus we have been compelled 
to hold off every applicant until an- 
other building was erected and ready 
to occupy. (During the reading con- 
cerning orphans there was much weep- 
ing throughout the congregation.) 

On account of the awful financial 
pressure that has prevailed over the 
country the past year it was no easy 
matter to decide to start another 
house. We wanted to start it in the 
early spring, but our courage was 
not sufficient under the circumstanc- 





sideration and consultation we* ven- 
tured a campaign and made the an- 
nouncement in the Evangel. The in- 
terest was goof everywhere, and 
some of the states informed us that 
they were going to do something to- 
ward erecting houses in honor of their 
states, and sent in some money for 
the purpose, but none were success- 
ful in raising a sufficient amount for 
a start. But by a series of drives 
made in the city of Cleveland for a 
City of Cleveland House, sufficient 
funds were raised and pledges made 
to give us a start, and the result of 


‘our efforts is a nice bungalow not 


far from the Auditorium enclosed and 
ready for the inside work to be com- 
menced. We hope to have this house 
finished and ready for a home for 
some more children .soon. The citi- 
zehs and business men of our city 
have been very liberal in their dona- 
tions to this home and we expect the 
full amount for its completion. 
When the business of our country 
becomes more. prosperous we expect 
for séveral states to continue their 
drives for funds so it will-not be long 
until new houses will spring up on 
the beautiful land purchased for, the 
purpose. The great state of Illinois 
is in the, lead in this project, but 
Florida is not much behind, and Vir- 
ginia has quite an interest already 
awakened, while,Tennessee is almost 
ready to come along with her part of 
the interesting project. And doubt- 
less other states will soon become 
aroused and commence work in ear- 
nest. Surely there will be at least 
a half dozen beautiful structures com- 
pleted by the next Assembly. I have 
been informed that one good’brother 
in the far away state of California 
is on the verge of laying down the 
cash for one house at a cost’ of five 
tfousand dollars. This may happen 
almost any day. 

Well, this part of the work is go- 
ing. It is now getting up,steam and

Pre Evangelists should all remem- 
ber that their credentials for 1921 are 
to be returned to headquarters be- 
tween the fifteenth of Dec. and the 
first of Jan. 1922, for renewal. And if 
any of the overseers know of any who 
are holding license this year that are 
unworthy, official notice should be 
given headquarters and an investiga- 
tion Should be instituted by the state 
and district overseer and full report 
made.

In this he said they* must 
hold “fast the faithful word * * * that 
he may be ABLE by sound doctrine 
to * * * convince the gainsayers. For 
there are many unruly and vain talk- 
ers and deceivers * * *. Whose mouths 
must be stopped, who subvert whole 
houses, * * *, One of themselves, 
even a prophet of their own, said, 
The Cretigns are always liars.” i 

In the Scripture thoughts just 
mentioned, we notice tnat there were | 
prophets gver at Crete whe some-: 
times subvert whole houses. Subvert 
means to overturn from the founda- 
tions, also pervert from the truth. 
Does this mean just an ordinary fami- 
ly overturned from the foundation?
